The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 60 and 
66, the prior art discloses the device substantially as claimed at the time the invention was made 
except for an interior cavity including a projection whereby the interior projection contacts the 
curved protrusion of the needle guard thereby moving the needle guard distally until the needle 
guard distal wall moves past the needle tip.
